Crews
continue mop-up and rehabilitate suppression lines. Demobilization is in
progress.

CORRAL CREEK/BLACKWELL COMPLEX, Payette NF. A Type | Incident Management Team
(Lee) is assigned. Fire activity continues to be low due to cool temperatures
and high humidities.

CHICKEN COMPLEX, Payette NF. Fire activity was limited to creeping and
occasional torching.
